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SPECIAL ATTENTION 


Lee College registration for second se- 
mester will begin on January 2, and will 
continue through January 3. Late regis- 
trants may enter as late as January 16. 

This will mark the first registration since 
Lee Junior College became accredited by 
the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. This is a_ significant 
step in the progress of education in the 
Church of God because Lee College is now 
accredited in its High School, Bible Col- 
lege and Junior College departments. 

Students may feel confident that the work 
taken at Lee College is of the highest edu- 
cational calibre.

JANUS AND JUBILEE 


N ANCIENT ROME Janus was the porter of 
g heaven, the god of doors, gates, and other en- 

trance ways. As such, he presided over the be- 
ginning and ending of human undertakings, parti- 
cularly the beginning of each new year. He was com- 
monly represented as having two heads, one looking 
toward the past and one toward the future. 

Because it is the entrance to a new year, January 
is named for Janus; like a door, one side faces the 
old year while the other faces the new. 

January 1961 is of particular significance to the 
Church of God: the new year it introduces is our Dia- 
mond Jubilee year. In addition to looking back over 
the activities of the past year, with its lessons in 
triumph and defeat, we can now survey seventy-five 
years of momentous history. In the same manner, 
we must set our sights beyond the twelve months 
of this new year and fix them on all the months 
that may be granted us before the Lord returns. 
Standing at the portal of our Jubilee year, we should 
be like the two-headed Janus: we should survey the 
past without becoming bewitched by it, and we must 
look to the future without being overwhelmed by it. 


We cannot be indifferent to either our past or our 
future. Our yesterdays are the foundation for our 
tomorrows and our tomorrows are the fulfillment of 
our yesterdays. Each is dependent upon the other 
in the total scope of our service upon the earth. 

It is wise and beneficial to look into the past, for 
it gives meaning to the present, and direction and 
impulse for the future. Yet we must take care not to 
look back too longingly or too long. As George Wash- 
ington once said: 


We ought not to look back unless it is to 
derive useful lessons from past errors, and 
for the purpose of profiting by dear bought 
experience. 


There is profit in looking back if we can do so 
without going back. We should not forget our past 
blessings, for they give us courage and strength; we 
must not forget our past tragedies, for they give us 
wisdom and caution. Properly viewed, the past will 
give focus to the present and will clear our vision for 
the future. 

Possibly the greatest world figure of our century, 
Sir Winston Churchill has observed: 


The farther backward you can look, the far- 
ther forward are you likely to see. 


In this sense God often called Israel to remember 
her past. The Passover was instituted to remind the 
people annually how God had delivered them from 
bondage in Egypt (Exodus 12:14). Joshua erected a 
pillar of stones to remind the children of Israel how 
God had cut off the waters of the River Jordan so 
they might pass over it (Joshua 4:7). Other observ- 
ances were instituted to remind Israel of her history: 
the pot of manna (Exodus 16:32-34), the Feast of 
Tabernacles (Leviticus 23:43), the shoulder stones of 
the ephod (Exodus 28:12), and the celebration of 
Purim (Esther 9:31). Christ instituted the Lord’s Sup- 
per as a memorial of His death (1 Corinthians 11: 
24-26). 

Just as there are uses of the past, so are there 
abuses of it. While it gives us meaning for the present, 
direction for the future, and perspective for all of 
life, it must not blind us by any brightness it may 
have had or dismay us by any of its gloom. We are 
not to long for the past as though it were paradise, nor 
return to it as though it had been perfect. We are 
not to wallow or revel in it with sticky sentimentality, 
nor are we to worship it as though it were sacred. 

The past becomes a curse and not a blessing to us 
if we look too longingly upon it, or if we are used 
by it more than we use it. Memory becomes a defect 
and not a virtue if remembering yesterday stifles the 


’ progress of today or dims our planning for tomorrow. 


The way of life lies before us, not behind us. There 
is hope in the future, so we must hasten to it; there 
is also menace, but we must not fear it. We must 
become so engaged with our labors of today that we 
will not have time to gaze too admiringly into the 
mirror of yesterday. 

Our Diamond Jubilee should be a time of girding 
up our loins for the tasks that lie before us. What 
remains to be done is far greater than what has 
been done, so we have little time for exultation. Won- 
derful as the way has been behind us, it is infinitely 
more so before us. 

Like Janus, we must look to the future as well as 
to the past. Our seventy-fifth year is not an ending; 
it is a beginning. 








THE DAY TO MARCH 


“... Speak unto the children of 
Israel, that they go forward,’ Ex- 
odus 14:15. 


T IS NOT NECESSARY to give 
Yg you the setting of this story 

because I am quite sure that 
it is very familiar to you. The text 
speaks clearly that God had some 
marching orders for His people in 
His day. They obeyed His marching 
orders and God gave: them the vic- 
tory. 

No doubt when the orders to 
march were received, a little back- 
ward glance was taken. The Is- 
raelites saw from whence they had 
come and remembered the great 
victories that God had given them 
up to this moment. Faced with in- 
surmountable obstacles, so far as 
the human eye was concerned, they 
were given orders to forward 
march. 

I think that this text is very 
applicable to the Church of God 
today for I feel that God is still 
speaking to us to go forward. In 
moving forward, however, let us 
pause for a moment and review 
the events of the past year. 


Great victories have been ours; 
mighty wonders have been wrought 
by the hand of God. As you read 
this, no doubt you can remember 
in your own state or local church 
or perhaps even in your private 
life great battles that have been 
fought and won by the grace of 
God. So as we pause likewise pre- 
paratory to continuing our march, 
we can look back over the past 
year and rejoice in the victories 
that God has given to us. 


On the missions fields around the 
world great victories have been won 
for God. New churches have been 
established, new missions have been 
formed, and new preaching sta- 
tions where the great gospel of 
Jesus Christ can be proclaimed 
have been opened. At the beginning 
of last year I was able to witness 
firsthand this glorious battle which

always ends in victory between the 
power of God and the world of 
darkness. How my heart rejoiced 
as I saw the Church of God march- 
ing on, conquering in these various 
lands. But God is speaking that 
we go forward. There are yet many 
fields to be reached; there are 
many places beckoning. Will you 
pray not only that God will send 
forth laborers into His vineyard, 
but also that finances will be pro- 
vided with which to implement 
this great work of God. 

In radio, the Church of God has 
made great strides in moving to- 
ward greater victories. The number 
of radio stations over which we are 
broadcasting is increasing every 
week. To God be the glory and 
honor. But thank God for the voice 
of the Church of God which sounds 
out of the air with the opening 
strains of “Like a Mighty Army 
Moves the Church of God.” Of a 
truth, in our radio ministry we 
are marching with the Lord. 

Our educationalinstitutions 
which are scattered into the var- 
ious geographical sections of the 
United States are showing great 
gains for God and many victories 
are being won. Spiritual battles 
have been fought and many sculs 
have wept their way to victory in 
old-fashioned services. In sunny 
California our school at Fresno is 
marching on. In the great North- 
west in the city of Minot the 





Church of God is training men 
and women to better equip them- 
selves in the battle for the Lord. 
In Estevan, Canada, our Canadian 
school is training soldiers of the 
Lord to buttress God’s work in the 
far regions of the North. From 
the campus of Lee College vic- 
torious praises sound for God’s 
great work that He is doing. 

Our Publishing House is en- 
joying the financial blessings of 
God upon its labors. Its work is 
being extended into many different 
areas and it is extending its arm 
of evangelism by printing the Word 
and publishing the truths of the 
Lord, by opening new bookstores, 
and by doing all within its power 
to proclaim this great work of God. 
In addition to its spiritual work, 
material advancement has been 
made in retiring the debt incurred 
in the new building. The manage- 
ment of the Publishing House is to 
be commended for its splendid 
work in this area. 

Our Homes for Children which 
are located in three different 
states, are doing-a tremendous 
werk in this forward movement 
for God. Our Home in Sevierville, 
Tennessee, which is a _ general 
home, is still carrying on the work 
it has so gallantly performed in 
years gone by. The Home in North 
Carolina and the Home in South 
Carolina are contributing their 
mighty work towards the cause of 
God in this world. 

The insurance arm of the Church 
of God is contributing its portion 
to this great forward march for 
the Lord. Great gains were noted 
in its operations last year. Among 
its gains is the new office building 
which was constructed in Tampa, 
Florida. We moved into this build- 
ing December 1. It will be a credit 
to the insurance work. 

Our National Youth Department 
is contributing its part to this great 
forward march of the Lord Jesus

The average attendance per Sun- 
day showed quite an increase over 
the previous year; in fact, a gain 
of 5,341 per Sunday. Thank God 
for these forward moves of the 
Lord. 

While mentioning some of these 
material gains, I think we should 
mention also the spiritual gains. 
The membership in the United 
States now stands at 170,088. Our 
world-wide membership as of this 
date stands at 335,297. This shows 
in the past year a net increase of 
11,134 members. To God be the 
glory. The number of churches in 
the United States has shown quite 
an increase. Presently we total 3,- 
248 in the United States, 5,404 in 
the world; a net increase in gain 
of churches over the preceding 
year of 117. I shall not take any 
more time or space to enumerate 
the other great victories which 
have been won. 

The marching orders for the 
people of God’s Church today is 
that they go forward. The question 
may well be asked, “Why march? 
Why continue to press on?” I 
would reply by stating that some 
of the most golden opportunities 
of our day lie ahead of us. 

According to reliable estimates 
that have been given, the popula- 
tion of the United States is ex- 
pected in the next ten years to 
be increased by from thirty to fifty 
million people. This indicates a 
golden opportunity to spread the 


good news of Jesus Christ here in 
this country, to see many new souls 
won to Christ, and to organize 
new churches. This is not a place 
to stalemate because of a lack of 
opportunities. They are here and 
will be here. With a baby born 
on the average of every eleven 
seconds here in the United States 
and three babies born every sec- 
ond all over the world, what a 
glorious opportunity is ours. While 
the population of the United States 
is only nine per cent of the total 
world population, she accounts for 
forty-three per cent of the world’s 
income. I do not feel that we lack 
for finances in this country or for 
opportunity to go forward. Let us 
obey the commands of the Lord 
God who hath bidden us to go for- 
ward. 


The second reason I would give 
as to why we should march is that 
GOD HAS ASSURED US OF HIS 
PRESENCE. What a wonderful 
thing it is to know that God will 
walk with us. “I will be with thee: 
I will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee,” saith the Lord God Almighty. 
Why should we not march with 
such assurance of God’s presence 
and glory going by our side. 


The third reason I would offer 
for our forward march in 1961 is 
that WE HAVE NO CAUSE TO 
FEAR. Joshua 1:9 records these 
words of the Lord God, “Be strong 
and of good courage; be not afraid, 
neither be thou dismayed: for the 
Lord thy God is with thee ...” 


Giants may abound in the land, 
the enemy may march with his 
forces, the outlook may be dark; 
but in the midst of it all comes 
the thundering voice of the Lord 
God, “Be not afraid, neither be 
thou dismayed.” With such promises 
as this the darkest hour can be 
turned into the brightest day and 
portending disaster can be turned 
into marvelous victories. 


The fourth reason I would give 
you for obeying the voice of the 
Lord in a forward march for 1961 
is the DESTINATION OF THE 
MARCH. Numbers 10:29, “We are 
journeying unto the place of which 
the Lord said, I will give it you.” 
What a glorious ending of our 
march. Toils ended, labors over, 
victories won—rest, peace, joy 
throughout all eternity is at the 
ending of the way. No wonder the 
song poet said, “The toils of the 
road will seem nothing when we 
come to the end of the way.” After 
the children of Israel had marched 
forward through the Red Sea and 
had reached the other side, on the 
shores of deliverance they shouted 
with joy at the deliverance wrought 
by the hand of God. So we too, if 
we obey the marching orders of 
Almighty God, shall on the shores 
of blessed deliverance of that glor- 
ious promised land join with an- 
gels and saints from round the 
world in shouting victorious praises 
because we obeyed the command 
of the Lord, “Speak unto the chil- 
dren . that they go forward.”

FTEN THE PAST brings to 
O our memories facts that re- 

veal to us how active we 
have been in the work of the Lord. 
These are facts of which we are 
all proud. Almost every member 
has had a part in carrying this 
gospel to the lost. Through this 
gospel many broken homes have 
been reunited, some souls that were 
almost considered as castaw ys 
have come to a new look at life, 
some who thought that they had 
nothing for which to live are now 
enjoying life. It all happened be- 
cause they heard the story of Je- 
sus ‘Christ. 

On sixty-two islands and in the 
foreign countries churches and 
missions have been organized. All 
this means that the light of life 
has broken through to these souls. 
In 1910 God moved upon the hearts 
of many of our people and im- 
planted a vision for the lost.

ly and physically this year than 
we had done in previous years. We 
had a delayed Christmas from the 
Breman, Georgia, District. On Jan- 
uary 9 they presented us with gifts 
and merchandise which were worth 
approximately $3,000. Our children 
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were made to understand that 
when they are good and do what 
is right, people will rally to their 
support. 

Our regular church services 
throughout the year have been far 
above normal. On many occasions 
the Lord has taken complete con- 
trol and poured out His Spirit in 
such a way that many of our chil- 
dren who had never received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost prayed 
through to victory. We feel that 
we have accomplished more spir- 
itually this year than we did during 
any other year. In fact, it has been 
a reaping year. Almost every older 
boy and girl are Christians and 
belong to the church. 

One of the most outstanding 
features this year was the decision 
made by our Board to hire Dr. E. C. 
Christenbury to set up the rules 


and regulations and to do the ac-- 


tual groundwork that would govern 
the social field here at the home. 
We have been discussing the social 
field for ten or twelve years and 
if nothing intervenes, it will become 
a reality in the very near future. 


I am sure that the most im- 
portant thing as far as the chil- 
dren are concerned was the sum- 
mer trips and vacations. Our cho- 


rus has proved to be one of the 
greatest blessings to the Home. This 
year they sang at the General As- 
sembly and since then we have re- 
ceived more requests for their serv- 
ices than we can possibly render. 
Many people have asked for tapes 
and records, but at the present 
we are unable to fulfill these re- 
quests. 

We are in the process of working 
out a program whereby we can 
give better service; however, we 
will definitely have to have full 
cooperation from all of our church- 
es. Last year our monies increased 
approximately one per cent over 
the previous year, and we are con- 
stantly asked why we do not send 
our high school children to Lee 
College. The facts are simply that 
we are not financially able to do 
so. Recently I wrote to each of our 
youth directors. I stated that in 
order for this program to material- 
ize, it will take approximately sev- 
en and one-half per cent increase 
in our finances. Many items that 
we purchase have advanced as 
much as twenty-five per cent, yet 
our increase in finances has been 
so low that it seems impossible to 
our Board for these worthy chil- 
dren to be sent to college as they 
should be. 


It will soon be three years since 
the employees have received an 
increase in salary. If we can secure 
a little more support from each 
of you this year, it might be pos- 
sible for us to accomplish a great 
deal more for our Home. A very 
bright future awaits us in 1961. 
provided that our financial diffi- 
culties are overcome. It is our plan 
at the present to begin our social 
work in June of 1961. To many of 
us this is one of the most important 
steps we have ever taken. We be- 
lieve that we can give our church 
better-trained children by opening 
this field. Dr. E. C. Christenbury 
will be in charge of this depart- 
ment. 

We wish to express to each of 
you our most sincere thanks for 
the wonderful cooperation given to 
us in our Fall Festival. Last year 
we received approximately $14,000, 
and this year we have twice as 
many states participating in our 
program. We feel that our institu- 
tion is in excellent shape spiritual- 
ly, and the physical plant has been 
improved tremendously over the 
past few years.

IN YOUTH WORK

HE MONTHS ahead will see 

} two definite trends develop 

in the youth program of the 
church. First and most important 
is a move that already progresses 
under the theme for the year, 
“yOUth Witness ... NOW.” Our 
youth are responding to spiritual 
challenge. This is why new interest 
all across America is being stirred 
as our youth come to realize that 
Acts 1:8 is a living truth. Recently 
I stood by the side of a young man 
as he went from house to house 
in a major southern city witnessing 
for Christ. This young man is a 
Lee College student-member of the 


Pioneers for Christ. He himself was 
converted as a result of personal 
work. For more than an hour the 
message fell on deaf ears. Our only 
consolation was the knowledge that 
God said, “My word ... shall not 
return unto me void but it shall 
accomplish that which I please, 
and it shall prosper in the thing 
whereto I sent it.” At last we 
knocked on the door of one whose 
heart was touched by the Holy 
Spirit’s conviction. And there in 
the doorway of that humble home 
Bob led a soul to Christ. This is 
it, my friends. The church is active 
in New Testament evangelism. This 





is the new dimension in Chureh 
of God youth work. 

A second trend which will de- 
velop is a turning toward youth 
leadership in youth services. Too 
long the Y.P.E. has been dominated 
by ambitious oldsters and boycotted 
by backward youngsters. Too long 
we have sought ways to do some- 
thing for our youth rather than 
challenging them to do something 
for the church and for themselves. 
A number of Y.P.E.’s are already 
moving to a youth fellowship meet- 
ing using adult sponsorship but 
youth leadership. Other Y.P.E.’s are 
using the same leadership princi- 
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ple in a Sunday evening training 
hour for the various departments. 
If these trends continue, we will 
see a “new birth” in the Y.P.E. 
in the years ahead. 

The Y.P.E. joins the Sunday 
School in setting specific Diamond 
Jubilee goals that are challenging 
and attainable. Our State Directors 
are already driving toward the 
realization of these aims.

RADIO REVIVAL

N DECEMBER, 1958, the 
Qeenuren of God established a 

radio voice known as FOR- 
WARD IN FAITH. The initial 
broadcast was aired over six sta- 
tions. By the General Assembly, 
August, 1960, the network had ex- 
panded to 44 stations. During this 
meeting a new vision of God’s work 
was experienced by both ministry 
and laity. A revival of interest in 
the total program of the Church 
was evident. More than 60 requests 
were received for audition tapes 
for the purpose of securing broad- 
cast time. Missionaries said, “We 
want FORWARD IN FAITH in our 
country.” 

This enthusiasm did not cool. 
Here is what happened. Letters be- 
gan coming to the office asking, 
“How can I get the national broad- 
cast in my town?” Demands were 
numerous for the staff to visit and 
explain how local sponsorship 
could be set up. One by one, these 
stations were added:

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The mail received has increased 
as much as 77 per cent. Ministers 
are cooperating splendidly with 
the offerings via monthly report 
plan, The financial responsibilities 
of broadcast time in supporting 
areas are being taken over by local 
congregations and districts allow- 
ing funds to reach out in foreign 
and home missions territories. 

Ray H. Hughes is giving his serv- 
ices as our radio minister. God has 
certainly anointed him for this 
tremendous task. Response to his 
messages are voiced in almost ev- 
ery letter. His goal for Assembly 
1962, was 100 stations; then the 
Diamond Jubilee and this new 
surge of holiness and Pentecost 
came to be, and now it seems that 
100 stations will be reached with- 
in the year. The number of sta- 
tions matters little, for it is the 
lost about whom we are concerned.
